Ohio's Share of Federal 


Fund Is Sought

COLUMBUS, O., May 5.— Prom- 
ising to reopen several closed 
banks and expedite the liquidation 
ox others, Governor George White 
today had called a special session 
01 the legislature for "May 16 for 
the purpose of borrowing money 
from the federal 
Reconstruction 


Finance Corporation. 


The unexpected move by the 


governor, which was the second 


ill for a special session in six 
eeks, was made for the express 


purpose of putting Ohio back on 
its feet, financially, following bank 
failures last year. 


AID DEPOSITORS 


Governor White said he hoped to 


"enable depositors 
to pay their 


debts, make purchases and engage 
in other transactions which should 
be of great benefit to agriculture, 
industry and commerce." 


Probably of only one day's dur- 


ation, the special session will be 
for the .purpose of authorizing the 
state superintendent of banks to 
borrow Ohio's "proper share" of 
the $2,000,000,000 federal fund. 


A special session is necessary to 


permit Ohio to share in the federal 
fund because this state now has .no 
law authorizing 
receivers 
and 


liquidating agents to v TOW money 
and pledge assets

Mr. White, in hhr~proclamation, 


pointed out that the-difficulty of 
opening closed banks "has deprived 
the citizens of the state of necess- 
ary credit facilities and has imped- 
ed tha 
progress of argiculture, 


commerce and industry, and 
the 


recovery of normal business condi- 
tions." 


Legislation which will be pro- 


posed when the general assembly 
convenes, the governor stated, will 
"enable 
the 
superintendent 
of 


banks to declare dividends for de- 
positors and other creditors with- 
out sacrificing the value of assets 
of -closed banks by liquidating 
them at present low appraisals." 


The bills to be presented to the 


assembly by the governor's spokes- 
men also will "expedite the reopen- 
ing of closed banks which are in 
condition to warrant resumption of 
business." 


SLASHES EXPECTED 


The governor's call for a special 


session opened the way for a re- 
newal of the demand for a reduc- 
tion of salaries of state and coun- 
ty officers whitih was made by 
several legislators at the recent 
session on unemployment relief. 


Governor White at the time in- 


timated that he might call the leg- 


l 
islature back later to consider sal- 


f 
ary-cutting. Although bis procla- 
jfeation limits the legislators 
to 


consideration of^banking business, 
he has authority to send in supple- 
mentary messages.

ment and reeducation to equip him 
to go back and occupy a fitting 
place ir ordered society." 


"If crime continues to increase 


in the future as it lias since 
the 


World War," he declared, "the end 
of the next decade will find every 
bi;siness and professional man of 
imnortance maintainiig a private 
bodyguard, going 
about in an 


armored car and eating anrl sleep- 
in? under the protection of a pri- 
vate police patrol. 


"Unless we work for the adoption 


of a progressive program to cope 
with the crime, the time will soon 
come when our wives, sons 
and 


daughters will not be safe from 
kidnapers and gangsters." 


Dr. Caldwell estimated 
that) determine the facts In the case, 


there are about one gangster 
to 


every dozen persons at the present 
time. Because of the qosmoplitan 
makeup of the population, crime 13 
greater here than in any other na- 
tion, ho said. 


"Crime is committed by children 


of immigrants, not the immigrants 
themselves," he stated. "This 
is 


due to the breakdown of customs 
ind folkways of the homeland and 
failure to accept American modes 
ant1 traditions."
